World wheat supplies, it said, 
are 1,800,000,000 bushels larger than 
when the world war started, while 
cotton stocks are about two and 
one-half times larger.

Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


Every now and then we hear people wistfully admiring the “efficiency” 
of government in Soviet Russia, Nazi Germany or Fascist Italy. We hear 
complaints about the slow and creaking processes of democracies. Espe- 
cially is this true after a long and wearying debate in congress on some 
important issue. 

“Why do we have to go through all this fuss and fury?” some one is 
always bound to ask. “Why can’t we cut it out? Why can’t our govern- 
ment function more efficiently? Why can’t we speed it up?” 

The final question is the key to such false reasoning. This is supposed 
to be the age of speed. There are some of us who seem to entertain a 
sort of worship for speed. But in this blind worship we may confuse speed 
with efficiency. The two do not necessarily go together. 

Stalin and Hitler, like the Duchess in Alice in Wonderland, do seem to 
operate with speed and efficiency. They can say when someone displeases 
them: “Off with his head!” And the victim loses his head before you can 
say Jack Robinson. 

Personally, we prefer to do without such speed and such “efficiency.” If 
the government wants to execute us, we want a day in court, we want to 
get the best lawyer we can find to defend us and we want the right to be 
tried and judged by a jury of our fellow citizens. We want the right of 
appeal and every other right a free government guarantees to its citizens. 
We don’t want the kind of trial where the defendant is forced to confess 
and take his punishment without protest. 

THE STREAMLINE AND THE PARTY LINE 

Of course, this is merely one of the hundreds of familiar examples of 
totalitarian “efficiency” which is thoroughly obnoxious to free Americans. 
Let them keep that kind of “efficiency.” We don’t want any part of it. 

So far as Americans are concerned, we like our cars streamlined and 
our government democratic. 

So far as American labor is concerned, the streamline is the party line. 
And when we say party line, we mean the communist party line. 

It therefore doesn’t surprise us one bit to read a statement by a CIO 
spokesman boastfully proclaiming that the CIO has created a “new model 
of streamlined efficiency in the conduct of its conventions.” He was 
talking about the CIO meeting in San Francisco. 

Brothers and sisters, we enjoy the opportunity of lighting into that 
statement. It’s the kind of job we love to tackle. Because if there ever was 
a demonstration of a streamlined steamroller, if there ever was a glaring 
example of one-man rule, if there ever was a tragic travesty of democ- 
racy, the CIO convention in San Francisco provided it. 

The convention lasted four days. That’s all. But they really didn’t need 
to take up that much time except to provide opportunities for John L. 
Lewis to blast away at everything under God’s sun. Because it was a

Department of Justice 
Crusade Held Interference 
In Purely “Family Affairs” 


High A. F. of L. officials 
and Attorney General Frank 
Murphy held an important con- 
ference this week and let each 


other know just how they view 
the current anti-trust drive of the 
department of justice in the build- 
ing industry. 

President William Green and the 
heads of several building trades in- 
ternationals joined in the parley. 
They made it plain that labor did 
not countenance illegal or harmful 
practices in its ranks and that A. 
F. of L. unions would themselves 
make every effort to clean up bad 
conditions as they arise. 

They offered co-operation in gov- 
ernment attempts to curb monopoly 
in the construction industry, but 
emphasized that they were alarmed 
at the prospect that the govern- 
ment might use the Sherman Anti- 
Trust act as a weapon to persecute 
labor. 

Only One Element 

Murphy made it plain that labor 
would be only one element out of 
many to be considered in the gov- 
ernment’s building inquiry, which 
is designated, he said, to remove 
unlawful “restrictions” to free com- 
petition wherever they occur. 

After the conference, Murphy 
told reporters that the A. F. of L. 
representatives had given their 
views “with great tolerance, re- 
straint and fairness,” that they had 
been “very helpful” and that he 
was “greatly pleased with the re- 
sults” of the session. 


BOILERMAKER PACTS 
SET UP 30-HOUR WEEK 


Five Washington State 
Concerns Hike Wages and 
Improve Conditions

Against Longer Work Week 


With Ten Million Unemployed Seeking Jobs, 
Workers Are Urged to Resist Every Attempt of 
Employers to Destroy Forty Hour Week 


Firm opposition to the determina- 
tion of certain employers, despite 
a jobless army numbering ten mil- 
lion, to break up the 40-hour week 
and require those already employed 
to accept longer hours was ex- 
pressed by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in a statement on the 
unemployment situation. 


Emphasizing the tendency among 
employers in previous periods of 
rising business to impose longer 
hours, the federation announced 
its determination “that increasing 
production shall be permitted to 
put the unemployed to work in pri- 
vate industry and eliminate the 
need for relief.” 

“Early September reports from 
trade unions show employment at 
a higher level than at any time 
since the fall of 1937,” the A. F. of 
L. statement said. “Trade union 
figures from twenty-four indus- 
trial cities show only 9.6 per cent 
of the membership out of work in 
the first part of September this 
year as compared with 14 per cent 
in September 1938. 

Importance of Employment 
Gains Stressed 

“Union members are almost as 
fully employed as they were in the 
fall of 1937 when 9.3 per cent were 
out of work in September. 

“Workers in general, however, 
have not fared so well, for accord- 
ing to our estimates the total num- 
ber unemployed in the United 
States is still close to 10,000,000, 
which compares with less than 
7,500,000 in September, 1937. 

“Our unemployment estimates, 
-based on government figures, show 
10,308,000 unemployed in July, 1939, 
10,139,000 in August. 

“In September unemployment

Forty-Hour Week 
Must Be Maintained 

“For the nation’s economic wel- 
fare, these gains in employment 
are of first importance. For unem- 
ployment, like an industrial sick- 
ness, has undermined our economic 
health for ten years. Suddenly now, 
with business activity advancing 
13 per cent from mid August to 
mid September and prospects for 
further increases ahead, we see 
some hope of finding jobs in pri- 
vate industry to replace WPA. 


“This hope depends, however, on 
preventing increases in work hours. 

“The forty hour week is now es- 
tablished by union agreement over 
a wide area of American industry. 
This hour schedule must be main- 
tained. It is unthinkable that em- 
ployers who have any conception 
of their responsibility for the gen- 
eral economic welfare would ask 
their workers to accept longer 
work hours while there are still 
10,000,000 unemployed. While such 
things have happened in times of 
rising business, labor is determined 
that this shall not happen today. 
We are determined that increasing 
production shall be permitted to 
put the unemployed to work in 
private industry and eliminate the 
need for relief. 


WPA Workers Should Be 
Transferred to Private Industry 

“Thus far, employment gains in 
the last year have been no more 
than enough to offset the cuts in 
WPA rolls. In the year ending 
August, 1939, 1,200,000 have been 
dropped from WPA and 1,100,000 
have been added to the pay rolls 
of private industry, leaving 1,800,- 
000 still on WPA on August 30, 
1939. 


“To get these WPA workers back 
to work in private industry and to 
re-employ those who have no work 
of any kind—this is our first task 
as production rises. Labor is con- 
fident that far-sighted employers 
will recognize their responsibility. 

“The tragedy of Europe has dis- 
located the world’s commerce. It 
cannot be permitted to dislocate 
the orderly adjustments achieved 
in American industry.”

Importance of Defeating 


Anti-Labor Legislation 


The paramount necessity of mobilizing the influence of the 
entire American Federation of Labor movement to prevent anti- 
labor groups from pushing through congress legislation hostile to 
the interests of working men and women was emphasized by the 
recent annual convention of the American Federation of Labor. 


The matter was definitely presented to the delegates in the 
report of the committee on legislation which directed attention to 
the executive council’s report listing eighteen measures favorable 
to labor enacted by the first session of the seventy-sixth congress 
which adjourned last August and three measures that were de- 
feated as the direct result of the opposition of the American 
Federation of Labor to their enactment. 

The conmmittee report, which the convention adopted, called 
“attention to the fact that the defeat of adverse legislation is just 
as important, and sometimes much more important than the en- 
actment of desired measures. The failure to secure desired leg- 
islation often means its delay for a session of perhaps several 
sessions of congress, whereas, the enactment of vicious legisla- 
tion may mean the loss for many years, if not permanently, 
concessions gained at great sacrifices by our movement. 

“For this reason, too much emphasis cannot be placed upon 
the necessity for thorough militant organization and perpetual 
vigilance for the protection of the workers.” 


Al Record rm Private Utilities to Shoot At 


Public ownership has been attacked as ‘“‘radical’’ in the 
United States, but in conservative Canada public utility owner- 
ship has been accepted as sound government policy. Not even 
the most reactionary of Canadian governments ever thought of 
turning back such public projects as the Ontario or Winnipeg 
“Hydro” to private ownership. 

The benefits of public ownership are emphasized in a report 
of a royal commission which has just completed a detailed sur- 
vey of the municipally-owned utility at Winnipeg. 

“Since the inception of the system,” the report says, “it has 
paid all operating expenses and made all necessary replacements 
to plants and equipment, so that both are in excellent condition.

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For years it has been the prac- 
tice of representatives of industrial 
accident compensation insurance 
carriers to go to the hospital where 
an injured workman has_ been 
taken and interview the injured 
workman, prepare a written state- 
ment of the accident, and submit 
it to him for signature. 


In thousands of cases of serious 


injury, pain-tortured men _ have 
signed statements without really 
knowing what they contained. 


These statements are often so cun- 
ningly worded that they absolve 
the insurance carrier from any lia- 
bility. As a result of this procedure 
hundreds of seriously injured 
workmen have been defrauded of 
the compensation to which they 
were rightfully and lawfully en- 
titled. 

It is true that some of the insur- 
ance companies have been honor- 
able and fair; but during the past 
year certain companies have gone 
so far that the time has come to 
call a halt. 

Painter Injured 

A Marin county painter, while 
painting a heavy sign which came 
loose from the building, was hurled 
to the ground, the heavy sign fall- 
ing upon him. His skull was frac- 
tured, his ribs were broken, and his 


spine was injured. He suffered 
serious internal injuries, and «also 
injuries to the hands, arms and 
legs.

WAGE-HOUR ACT 


McNulty Warns Employers 
That They Must Not’ Gyp 
Employes Under the New 
National 30-Cent Minimum 
Which Became Effective 
October 24 


George A, McNulty, general coun- 
sel of the wage and hour adminis- 
tration, issued a ruling under the 
fair labor standards act of 1938, 
that employers in interstate com- 
merce industries who worked their 
employes more than 42 hours a 
week before October 24, when the 
maximum hours were reduced to 
42 per week, must increase the 
wages of their employes if they 
work the same number of hours 
after October 24. 

Calling attention to the fact that 
on October 24 the statutory na- 
tional minimum wage was raised | 
from 25 to 30 cents an hour and} 
the length of the regular work 
week reduced from 44 to 42 hours, 
with time and one-half required in 
cash for overtime work, Mr. Mc- | 
Nulty said: 

“It is clear that an employer will 
violate the act if he simply pays 
no attention to its requirements 
after October 24, but continues to 
work his employes the same num- 
ber of hours (in excess of forty- 
two) they now work for the same 
salary they now receive. 

“In our opinion an employer who 
will continue to work his employes 
in excess of forty-two hours after 
October 24 for the same salary 
they now receive, but who takes

surance company came into the 
room and insisted that the patient 
must sign a statement, flippantly 
stating the painter would get lots 


of money. The_ semi-conscious 
painter mumbled “let me alone,” 
but the insurance’ representative 


persisted in his badgering until the 
yainter passed into unconscious- 
ness. A couple of days thereafter 
while this pain-racked painter, 
whom the doctors feared would 
die, was lying prone in his bed 
battling for life, the insurance rep- 
resentative again appeared and de- 
manded that the painter sign a 
statement. The injured man mum- 
bled that he could not move or 
sign anything, whereupon the in- 
surance agent seized hold of the 
painter and attempted to haul him 
into a sitting posture so that he 
could make his mark on the docu- 
ment. The result of pulling on the 
patient, whom the doctor had or- 
dered must not be disturbed, and 
must lie in a prone position, caused 
him again to pass into unconscious- 
ness. 

The result of this additional pain 
and excitement so affected the in- 
jured man that his life was de- 
spaired of. Finally, after many 
months of treatment, the painter 
recovered sufficiently to be able to 
get about, but he is marked with a 
fear complex by the brutal, inhu- 
man, over-zealous activities of the 
insurance company’s representa- 
tive. 

Asks State to Revoke License 
rank C. MacDonald, president 
of the state building and construc. 
tion trades council, announced that 
the council is determined once and 
for all to stop such acts upon the 
part of insurance companies. He 
stated that he is sure the accident 
conimissioners will not tolerate a

President MacDonald further 
stated that if the law will not give 
the protection to injured workmen 
to which they are entitled, then it 
may become the unpleasant duty 
of the members of organized labor 
to refuse to work for any contrac- 
tor who carries his accident com- 
pensation insurance in a company 
whose representatives resort to 
such outrageous tactics. 


Sharp Setback for

Chiseling firms that try to duck 
the Walsh-Healey act by dividing 
their bids on government contracts 
into amounts of less than $10,000 
were given a sharp setback by 
Uncle Sam this week.

Mine Workers 
Receive Wage 
Increase 


CIO Fails in Effort to 
Take Over Silver 


Workers; Federation 
Condemns Labor Board 


Winning of a 50-cent per day 
wage increase for a group of work- 
ers by the California State Federa- 
tion of Labor while the national 
labor relations board for the 20th 
region was holding up action in 
favor of the CIO on a five months’ 
old case was reported today. 


The workers involved are mem- 
bers of Quick Silver Workers’ 
Union No. 21966, employed in the 
New Idria Quicksilver mine, the 
largest of its kind in the west, lo- 
cated 75 miles southeast of Hollis- 
ter, according to Edward D. Vande- 
leur, secretary of the federation. 
About 140 men are involved. 

The miners were organized sev- 
eral months ago under an A. F. of 
L. federal charter, and shortly aft- 
erwards CIO organizers appeared 
at the mine. On orders from the 
federation attorney, Charles Jani- 
gan, also acting for the union, filed 
a petition for investigation and cer- 
tification by the labor board. 


“We consented to an election 
at that time,” Vandeleur said, 
“but the CIO would not agree 
to one. As evidence of its un- 
fairness, the 20th regional of- 
fice of the board, under Mrs. 
Alice Rosseter has held the 
matter up more than five 
months. Meanwhile CIO organ- 
izers are on the job every week 
making a desperate effort to 
organize the workers, who re- 
main deprived of their rights 
of collective bargaining. 

“In view of the inactivity of 
the board we found it neces- 
Sary to exert our economic 
pressure and win recognition 
for our men. We opened nego- 
tiations and last week were 
successful in winning a 50- 
cent per day wage increase, 
retroactive to September 15th. 
Meanwhile negotiations are con- 
tinuing, and no report has been 
received as to why the labor 
board has not acted after five 
months, Apparently it is be- 
cause Mrs. Rosseter knows 
the CIO haven’t the strength 
to control the situation, as yet.”
